"What is there to be ashamed of if 
a man saying in his heart—he needn't 
say ot aloud if he doesn't want to—"

heart. 
I know if I go square You'll 
stick to me and I'm going to try al- 
ways to go square; and if You find 
me" getting off the track, help me to 
get back.' 


"I don't -want 
you to be a psalm 
singer, wear long hair or be don't- 
drink-don't smoke sort of fellows. 
I 
want you to be .manly. It's hell boys 
for everyone to hate the sight of you 
because you're a rotter. 
"Tell Him boys that vou're out to 
do a bit of good for yourselves; that 
you want him to help you go straight 
and clean; that you often find it a 
tough job; that you want a real true 
friend who knows the worst and the 
best of you and I'll warrant help will 
come."

was an 
athletic young vicar from a fashion- 
able community of London before the 
war. 
His weekly chat with the men 


is always looked forward 
to at

chat he'll put on the gloves for a half 
an hour with any man who has the 
nerve to tackle him.

Scene of the New Italian 
Offensive, 


The Carso, Extremely Barren Plain 


Wasliington, D. C., Nov. 21.—The 
Carso, or Karat plateau as it is more 
familiarly known, the scene of the 
newly Inaugurated Italion 
offensive 
against the Aiistrians, is the subject 
of the following war geography bal- 
letic issued from the 
Washington 
headquarters of the (National Geo- 
graphic Society: 
"So distinctive in appearance is that 
Austrian limestone plateau known as 
the Karst (Italian form. Carso) that 
the term "karst landscape' is now fre- 
quently employed to define similar 
regions of barren vegetation, 'pock- 
marked' with lime-sinks and grottoes, 
and seamed with subterranean streams 
which now and then appear suddenly 
above the ground, 
then 
disappear 
again. 
"The Karat plateau rises some dis- 
tance to the south of the 
city 
or 
Gorizia, on the Jsonzo, one of the most 
important Austrian strongholds cap- 
tured by the Italians since they en- 
tered the war. 
The elevation extends1 


(to the southeast, varying in width 
from 60 to 90 miles. It forms 
a 
boundary between the Austrian duchy 
of Carniola, to the northeast, and the 
Istriiin peninsula which juts into the 
Adriatic below Trieste. 
"The Wippach or Vippach 
river, 
which flows along the northern base 
of the plateau, is one of the tribu- 
taries of the Isonzo. The Italians 
•were forced to fight their way across 
the valley of this stream in order to 
gain the Karst heights from whicn to 
continue the drive against Trieste. 
"The Karst plateau has not always 


been a barren waste of grey rock. In 
ancient times the heights are said to 
have been covered with magnificent 
forests, but the Romans ruthlessly 
destroyed these trees to secure tim- 
ber for their galleys. In recent years 
the Austrian government has gone 
systematically about the task of maK- 
iHg tnis district once more a fore.5t- 
land, and the traveler frequently finds 


, groves of young larch and pine whicn 


j nave -been planted in pursuance of 
this plan. 
"Among the most striking features 
of the Karst plateau are its numerous 
caves and grottoes, formed by subter- 
ranean rivers. The most famous of 
these is the Grotto of Adelsberg, fifty 
miles by rail northeast of Trieste. 
Before the war it was much frequent-1 
ed by tourists, on whom the 3,800 in- 
habitants of Adelsberg thrived. The 
grotto is lighted by electricity and 
there are safe paths through the 'Ball 
Rooiji,' the 'Ferdinand Grotto,' 
th* 
'Brilliant' the "Belvedere' and other 
com Dem merits, some of which are 150 
feet'li: length and others as much as 
165 £<-et high. Through the 'Cathe- 
dral ' a room 150 feet long and nearly 
100 feet hieh, there flows the river 
Poik or Pivka, which becomes a sub- 
terranean stream in the vicinity of 
the Giolto. 
"Many of the pools and streams in 
the caverns of the Karst contain a 
curious kind of fish which constitutes 
an iLiportant article of food for thi? 
peasants of 'the region, while above 
ground the stony wastes are infestea 
with poisonous reptiles."
